I  have  been  able  to  do  this 
through  the  cooperation  of  Harry  Bayley  of  Newburyport  whose 
sister*  spent  a  number  of  years  in  England  looking  up  the  history 
of  the  Bayley  3  and was  able  to  trace  it  back  to  1010*  She  has 
all  charts,  records,  and  coat-of~arms .  I  have  also  found  much 
information  in  "The  Planters  of  the  ConmcmveaXth"  by  Charles 
Edward  Banina  which  records  the  ship  sailings  from  3620  to  1640 
when  all  emigration  stopped  for  about  100  years.

There  is  no  guesswork,  but  actual  facts.  Have  been  able  to  trace 
our  family  from  IBS 6  to,  date  without  a  break  and  anybody  who  has 
tried  to  do  the  same  knows  that  it  is  a  hard  and  tiresome  job, 
but  when  done  brings  a  lot  of  satisfaction.  Before  I  go  into  the 
facts,  figures,  dates,  etc.,  will  mention  some  of  the  outstanding 
Bay leys  of  their  time#

Now  to  get  hack  to  my  research  Into  the  many  ramifications  of

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Tnc  discovery  and  settlement  of 
Haverhill,  Nil.,  and  Newbury.  Vt., 
were  carried  cut  by  citizens  of  Ha¬ 
verhill  and  West  Newbury,  Mass.,  and, 
a*  facts  will  prove,  was  one  of  the 
best  planned  migrations  of  over  75 
families  of  Haverhill  and  about  the 
tsme  number  from  West  Newbury.  It 
was  cooperative  in  every  way;  nothing 
was  left  out  In  the  30  years  that  ft 
tr>oV  to  make  St  a  grand  success. 

Her*  is  the  story  that  I  have  gath¬ 
ered  from  the  histories  of  Haverhill. 
Mass.,  Hampstead,  N.  H.  snd  Pl.tlstow, 
N.  K.  over  a  period  of  three  yesrs. 

In  the  year  1757,  General  Bayley 
and  Captain  Hasten,  with  33  soldiers, 
were  coming  heme  from  the  Indian 
wars  in  which  they  had  been  serving 
since  1745.  They  came  upon  the  won¬ 
derful  land  located  on  both  banks  of 
the  Connecticut  river.  They  camped 
there  and  made  up  their  minds  to 
gee  persons  and  build  homes.  On  ar¬ 
riving  home,  they  at  once  went  Into 
action.  Bayley.,  with  many  influential 
friends,  applied  to  Gov.  Wentworth 
and  obtained  r  charter  of  the  greater 
ysrt  of  Coo;;  county.  Later,  he  went 
to  New  Ycak  to  the  seat  of  govern¬ 
ment  and  there  gained  a  complete 
possession  of  the  land.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  Captain  Har.en  called  a  meeting 
of  all  interested  In  the  project  and 
collected  money  for  the  work  to  be 
done,  First,  men  were  sent  up  to  sur¬ 
vey  the  land,  and  a  grand  Job  was 
done.  It  was  laid  cut  in  25-acre  home 
farms.  The  first  year  they  cut  and 
•dored  80  tons  of  hay,  and  later,  be¬ 
fore  the  time  came  to  move,  they  had 
cut  and  stored  ewer  3000  tons.  " 

Captain  Hazen,  with  a  gang  of  men, 
moved  over  tlic  road  a  sawmill  to 
North  Haverhill,  N.H.  where  they  got 
out  timber  for  the  .hones.  There  are 
records  cf  12  meetings  here  In  Ha¬ 
verhill  tt<  collect  money  to  carry  on 
tbs  work.  Tliey  even  elected,  and 
wrote  laws  for  the  new  town  which 
remain  In  force  even  today.  After 
the  third  year,  fp.  the  Spring  or  2761. 
Colonel  Little.  brother-in-law  of 
General  Bayley.  gathered  together  a 
large  herd  of  cattle,  tbs  number  1 
have  r.ot  been  able  to  learn,  arc!  hired 
five  men  to  drive  them  over  tne  road 
to  the  promised  land  where  some 
earn  pc  and  barns  had  already  beer, 
built.  Tne  men  ttaye-d  up  therewith 
t.h?  cattle  all  through  tha  winter. 

Everytnlng  was  carefully  planned, 
even  tc  engaging  a  minister.  They 
furnished  him  with  a  church  and 
home;  stores  weie  built  end  the  right 
man  to  own  same,  t  school  v- j  built, 
the  teacher  hired.  Everything  was 
done  to  make  this  r.  rea’  success.  They 
received  the  original  deeds  in  17S3. 
All  was  in  resdlnr.sss.  md  about  75 
families  with  aii  their  goods  went 
ever  the  roads  to  their  new  homes. 
For  tne  next  year  when  both  tov:-3 
were  granted  the  final  cherter.  May 
Ifc,  1775.  to  get  what  was  done  in 
more  complete  history,  read  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Newbury.  Vt.
